The Chairman—lI regret to aay that Dr 
Cantlie ia not present at this meeting to 
move the motion and ask the question 
which stand in his name. I believe an ar- 
raogement has been mada, by which Dr 
Ho Kai will movo the motion and ask the 
question. 

Dr Ho Kai—Tn the absenca of Dr Cant. 
lie T beg to move the motion which stands 
in hig.name in the Grdor of the day with 
only 8 little alteration which will make it 
run ad Follows :—* That a Committes, con 
ssting of the Captain Superintendent of 
Police, the Golonial Surgeon, ahd Dr 
Cantlie, be appointed to consider what 
steps, if ang, should be takento prevent the 
spread of rbbies in the Colony, and that 
the Commities be requested to report to 
the Board at as early » date as pyssible.’ 
It is within the memory, L think, of every 
member of this Board that @ cama of 
hydruphobia hes recently vscurred in this 
Colony, and while depretating any favling 
of alarm it the matter stil T thiak we 
ought to takbeatly precautions to prevent 
the spread of rabies, and thet cortam plans 
éhould be devised to prevent aliy such 


painful case oteutring againin the Colony. 
Jn cases of hydrophobie the aaying that 
prevention is better than ture is more 
applicable than anywhere cles. It is easy 
of prevention, but to gure it is beyond 
medical skill Thera is an institution 
established in Srigon, I think, to cura 
hydropbobia, but 80 far as we know success 

as ouly in dome measure been obtained. 
Here, we ought to have certain regula. 
tions for the prevention of the possibility 
of cases of this natura occurring, and this 
Board being the Sanitary Board aud hav- 
Ing charge of tho health of the Colony I 
think vumht to sasist His Excellency the 
Govornvr by suggestions and also devising 
certain-ineans, not-necessarily medical but 
Ranitary means, % think the Captain 
Superintendent being 2 member of the 
Committee sill not object to assist by his 
advice how te catry out any regulations 
which -masy be proposed for adoption. ¥ 
substituted the name of Dr Contlie because 
he, being a medical man in practice in thie 
Golony, would be a better member than.

OLIGARINICAL DEMOCRACY IN 
CHINA, 

It was once’ supposed that the Goverj- 
ment of China is an absoluta despotism, 
like that of Tarkey or of Russin. It is 
now sufficiently well known that every 
Emperor upon the Chinesa throne is held 
in cheok by a variety of forees, and that 
like othyr mortals he cannot escape from 
his ‘eavitonment,' Al is himself gavern- 
ed by Precedent avd by the é 
‘cumstances in which ho finds himsol£, and 
de is trammelled by the ponderous 
machinery of Boards and. Dapartments.. 
Te all the high officiais in the Empire 
could but agroo to keep comparative -i- 
lence, the Emperor would have no meats 
of even knowing what is going on in aay 
part of biadominions. The truth seems 
to bo; that while he is ‘absolute ’ in theory 
he is so in theory only, and that like othor 
rulure he practically shares his ‘rule witha 


small but powerful bydy of officials whon 
he bimaolf appoints, and whom he can at 
apy.moment remove, bat upon whom as loog 
as they hold office at all, ho is yot wholly 
dependent. This state of things is a s- 
rious abstement from absolutism. Tho 
real Government of China is that of 4 
earefuily balanced Oligarchy, ? 
The only official with whom ninety-nino 
out of overy hundred Chinese come into 
any contact is the District Moagist: 
who is to the people the direst and visible 
representative of tho Imperial power. 
Of these magistrates there aro probably 
1490 or 1500 in actual service, and 8 
theirs is only seventh among the nine 
grades uf rank, looked et from above they 
appear to be very insignificant official. 
iewed, on the othor hand, from tie 
standpoint of the people, the District Ma 
gistrate 9 mach more impcrtant person: 
age than the Emperor, who to them is 
only “a name in which taxes are vollected, 
anu wh oh is sometimes found on coins and, 
alivays in tho noratlon of dates, Tho} 
District Magistrate ie (sicariouslp) called 
the’ Pather and Mother of the peope. 
Like the Eniperor himself, he is hedged 
about- by roatrictions, but within hia 
linoits his word is for tha time law. Gate 
upon the mighty throngs of Chino 
gathered at. every religious festival 
or at any great fair, and consider 
that there. arc very few out of all thee 
yast multitudes, whom, if be set himself to 
do so the District Magistrate could not 
cither beat ot fine. Appeal from his de- 
cision ig indeed always open, but owing to 
distance, expense, constant bribery of offi- 
cials and their invariable col!usion with ons 
another, such a resuurce isadopted in buia 
small proportion ot cazcs, and when adopt- 
ed probaly. succeeds in an equally smill 
proportion, It is proverbist that o District 
Magistrate’ can with impunity comnit 
murder—which. is indeed an everyday 
eccorrence—snd that a prefect can exta- 
minate whole families. The tyranny of the 
Chinese Oligarchy is nowhero so conspiz 
cuously manifested, as in officials of minor 
rank. . .

Iu Kiangsn 
ayamen was wrecked, and-the Magistrate 
put to fight becuse the people were exas- 
perated at his eruclty, and they refused 
to pay taxes’ until he was removed. In 
Knangtung the extortions of a Magistrate 
in the Namhoi District led the people to 
attack him in his. chair with stone, and if 
his soldiera had not come ty his reseus, ho 
would have been killad. 

In Hupeh o native gua-boat was assailed 
by furious . villagers, who captured the 
dragon flage, seized the boarding pikes and 
with them beat the sailors unmorcifully. 
In the rising in Futien in revolt against the 
collection of an exiortionats -salt-tax from 
the consumers, three thousand villagers 
attacked a yamon and rélessed their leader. 
‘When the authorities sent~seldicrs and the 
Magistrate’ to recapture tho prizoner, the 
people met the troops and defeated then, 
and killed the Magistrate.

Small paper flags are stuck ait over. the 
dishes; and lighted josa-sticks aro aleo 
placed at intervals, ‘Lhe most grotesque 
figuter, such 2s dragons, tigers, monkeys— 
life sie—formed out of tobacao,. vermicelli, 
S&e., guard cash corner of the tables; and 
at ond-end are: placed small oups of tea, in 
the Qhinese fashion, without sugar or milk, 
bottle of brandy, champagae, arrack, &o. 
‘Even pipes for smoking, with a plentifel 
supply of tobacco and upium, are laid out 
for the nse of these jolly spirits, 

Ths scene in these Chinese streets is won- 
derful. The glare of lights, the crowds of 
people, the beautiful coloure of the dishes 
on the tables, all go to form a striking 
pictura to English eyes. Tho crowds were 
dense; and the noise was almost deafening. 
Wyenga or Chinese plays, were being per- 


formet‘on open stages, which were lighted |

We hear much of thé many finoly- 
modolled ships that are built from time to 
time, but little of the mavy veasels that 
are lost. Occasioually. “public interest 
is excited by heroism displayed, in saving 
a dhijtrecked crow; but in’ many cases 
the loas of a good ship. is only indicated, 


by a line or tro in the list of casualties |: 


in the daily papers. Who, for instance, 
would think that last year sixty-eight 
vesatia, the larger proportion ships, sailed 
from some port or other, and, uccording 


to Lloyd’s annual return, never again wera | 


heard of, and these, ‘too, were fairly good 
sized erafta?. What of the crews? The 
story can never be completed, the suffering 
may ba but guessed at. 

Ani Engtand and her colonies have 
more than thoir share, for whilu we make 
-up 8 half of tho total losaea, we contri- 
bute 93,600 out of the 49,100 tons which 


“have thus pasaed out of record. 


Tho total of wrecks, too, seents large—
